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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Status 

Applicants' amendment dated August 4, 2008, has been entered. Claim 1 has been 
amended, and claim 2 cancelled. No claims were newly added. Claims I, 3-6 and 8-11 remain 
pending in the application. Claims 5 and 1 1 stand withdrawn from further consideration, without 
traverse, as drawn to non-elected inventions and species of the invention. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 6 and 8-10 are subject to further restriction necessitated by Applicants' 
claim amendments, as set forth below. Claim 1 has been amended to introduce a plurality of 
distinct polymer species not previously examined. It should be noted that restriction between 
plural, distinct inventions is discretionary on the part of the examiner in utility patent 
applications (sec MPEP § 803), and since 37 CFR 1 .142(a) provides that restriction is proper at 
any stage of prosecution up to final action, a second requirement may be made when it becomes 
proper, even though there was a prior requirement with which applicant complied. Ex parte 
Benke, 1904 CD. 63, 108 O.G. 1588 (Comm'rPat. 1904) (See MPEP § 811.02). 

Applicant timely responded to the restriction (election) requirement in the Paper filed 
August 4, 2008. 

New Species Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 

invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 

to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

Poly lactic acid, (lactic acid-glycolic acid) copolymer, polyhydroxybutvric acid, 
polycaprolactone, biodegradable aliphatic polyesters, aliphatic polycarbonate, and their 
copolymers. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species of polymer or a 
single species of copolymer to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, 
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including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all 
claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 
Claim 1 and claims dependent therefrom correspond to all the species listed above. 

The following claim(s) are generic: 1, 3, 4, 6 and 8-10. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: As the technical feature of the different polymer 
compositions, linking the members does not constitute a special technical feature as defined by 
PCT Rule 13.2, particularly since each of the species does not share a substantially common 
structural feature, the requirement for unity of invention is not fulfilled. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
